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New Nickel Coinage Material Announced 
Treasury Silver Impasse Continues As Stocks Dwindle 


A new coinage macerial com- 
posed of 95 percent nickel and 9 
percent silicon has been developed 
by Inco according to Mr. Henry 
S. Wingate, Chairman of the 
Board of International Nickel Co., 
Inc. 

The new nickel material consti- 
tutes a major breakthrough in 
- coinage technology, according to 
its originators; they contend the 
alloy could serve immediate and 
J.S. coinage require-

aving prestige, and an attractive 
and durable appearance. They are 
even superior to silver coins in 
their resistance to tarnish, corro- 
- gion and wear; have a good ‘feel’ 
and ‘ring’; and are difficult to 
counterfeit. 

“The selection of a new coinage 
material for the United States 
must include concern with the 
long-range interests of the vend- 
ing machine industry, as well as 
accomodate their immediate needs 
during the transition period of in- 
troduction of the new coins.” 

Substitute 

“Unlike other metals which 
have been advanced as a solu- 
tion,” Mr. Wingate added, “the 
new material would be an excel- 
lent permanent metal for the 


‘United States, thus permitting a 


relatively painless one-stage solu- 
tion. 

“Basically pure nickel with pre- 
cisely controlled magnetic proper- 
ties, the new material can be pro- 
duced by a number of rolling mills 
in the country and by the new 
- mint when it installs hot rolling 
equipment. It would be acceptable 
_ to the public on the basis of its ap- 
pearance and properties. It is dif- 
ficult to counterfeit and is suita- 
- ble for millions of coin-operated 
devices in current use.” 

Vending Machines 
“The new nickel coins will be 
accepted immediately by the ma- 
jority of coin-operated mechan- 





isms, including all telephone coin 
boxes, parking meters, highway 
toll collection devices and coin 
counting machines, and by a sub- 
stantial number of vending ma- 
chines. Acceptance by other vend- 
ing machines can be accomplished 
by an inexpensive adjustment 
which can be made in the field as 
part of servicing operations. 

“In addition, if the new nickel 
material were employed for coin- 
age in the United States, it would

|! e new lahGonia devices will 
provide an advance over current 
mechanisms which have already 
reached their maximum level of 
discrimination’ and which cannot 
be made more selective.” 

Mr. Wingate went on to Say. 
“during the course of our inves- 
tigations we endeavored to find a 
prestige nickel coinage material 
which would not only meet satis- 


- factorily the requirements of cur- 


rent coin rejection devices but 
would also permit the use, in the 
decades ahead, or more advanced 
fully electronic rejection devices 
which would be more _ selective. 
Our new nickel coinage material 
achieved both of these goals since 
we have simultaneously developed 
a new practical electronic coin re- 
jection device, based upon the un- 
ique magnetic properties of the 
new nickel coinage material. 





“This device is so sensitive in 
its selectivity that it will provide 
vending machine operators with 
much greater protection against 
counterfeit coins and ‘slugs’. This 
equipment has already been ap- 
proved in principle by a leading 
manufacturer of coin rejection de- 
vices. The concept of the new de- 
vice is being made available by In- 
ternational Nickel to manufactur- 
ers in this field. 

“In my opinion the employment 
of the new nickel material, if silver

ngate continued. “It will ac- 


commodate the special interests of 
the vending machine industry, but 
more imnortant, it will enable the 
United States to continue to have 
coinage with an appearance and 
evident quality in keeping with its 
presige and position in the world. 
Of equal importance is the assur- 
ance of the immediate availability 
of large-scale facilities for the pro- 
duction of this coinage material in 
whatever quantities may be re- 
quired.” 

At stake for Inco is of course a 
5,000 ton yearly market for nickel 
should Congress legislate desilver- 
ization. 

‘To replace ALL U.S. silver coin- 
age now in circulation would re- 
quire approximately 40,000 tons 
of nickel. Yearly consumption 
could reach the 10 million pound 
mark immediately. This quantity 
represents 2 percent of current an-

nual world production capacity, ac- 
cording to industry sources. 

Price of the new material is ex- 
itremely attractive according to 
Inco, as the new material would 
represent only 1/10 of the cost of 
using silver, i.e. a quarter now con- 
tains over 20 cents of silver, 
whereas the new material could 
produce the same denomination for 
slightly over 2 cents. 

Another consideration: the U.S. 
Government already owns 300 mil- 
lion pounds of nickel in the strate-

Tievoased Production i. Royal Canadian Mint of Sets of Uncirculated Coins 


to inform the House concerning the present situation of the Mint with regard to 
the production of Mint sets of uncirculated coins, and to advise the public as to 
when the Mint will be ready once again to accept orders from people whose re- 
quirements have not yet been met. I am now in a_ position to report on these 
questions. 

It will be remembered that at the beginning of this year the Mint was con- 
fronted with an enormous wave of orders for these coins, estimated at some 6 
million sets. To handle this unprecedented situation it was decided at that time 
that the Mint would accept all orders received on the first day, which happened 
to be the 2nd of January, and would ship the coins thereafter as and when the 
sets could be produced. These orders involved some two million sets. The re- 
maining orders, covering another four million sets, had to be returned to the 
senders. However, I explained at the time that as and when the facilities of the 
Mint could be expanded later in the year, it would be able to give its attention to 
these unsatisfied needs. 

To fill the orders for the two million sets in question, the Mint took on add- 
itional staff, and for most of the time since January has been operating on three 
shifts a day and six days a week. I think that the employees of the Mint are to 
be warmly commended for the way they have pitched in to help cope with this 
unusual situation. As a result of these efforts, it is now estimated that up to 
yesterday, 1,100,000 sets have been shipped out to collectors. It is expected that 
the balance of these two million sets will be produced and shipped out before the 
end of July. I should mention that not quite all the additional requests which 
the Mint accepted last January have been acknowledged as yet, but these requests 
will also be acknowledged, and the coin sets shipped to the senders, before the 
end of July. 

While this accelerated production of Mint sets has been going on the Mint 
has also been busy acquiring additional accommodation and equipment for its 
Numismatic Section. Additional space has been obtained in the Government 
Printing Bureau in Hull, and this space is now being made suitable and secure. 
The additional coin presses and other equipment ordered some time ago is ex- 
pected to be delivered in another week or two and will be installed shortly. This 
will have the effect of doubling the existing facilities for the production of these 
coin sets. Additional packaging and distribution facilities have also been set up. 
In other words, the new machines should be ready to roll very soon. Consequently 
by the end of July, when we expect that.all of the initial two million sets will 
have been shipped out, the Mint can begin to produce sets to meet the require- 
ments of those whose orders had to be returned earlier on in the year, and of any 
others who are entitled to purchase sets. 

I therefore wish to advise the House that beginning today the Mint will 
resume accepting orders for 1965 sets of uncirculated coins from all who want 
them and whose requirements are not already met, or are not in the process of be- 
ing met, by the arrangements I have just described. I repeat the undertaking I 
gave publicly at the beginning of the year that the production of these 1965 
coin-sets will be continued until all legitimate orders have been filled, even if it 
takes the remainder of 1965 and part of 1966 to finish the job. Requests will be 
filled, of course, in the order in which they are received. However, in view of the

Our own Franklin half dollar 
was inspired by a composite of 
Houdon’s bust and other graphical 
and sculptural creations. The pro- 
file of Franklin facing left, en- 
graved by T. B. Welch in 1948 af- 
ter the bust by Houdon (in au- 
thor’s collection) presents a start- 
ling contrast with the half dollar 
likeness, however: a shorter hair 
flow and more austere facial ex- 
pression convey qualities of firm- 
ness and determination and above 
all a crisp intelligence. 

Franklin and Coinage 

To see the champion of paper 
currency in the United States rep- 
resented on coinage is somewhat 
a paradox of Treasury symbolism. 
Paper money and Franklin were 
synonymous in Colonial America. 
Franklin’s dislike of coinage was 
notorious, for he favored the ex- 
pansion of paper currency as a 
means to provide the people with 
an effective medium of exchange. 
Coinage of intrinsic. value being 
the basic attribute of the wealthy. 

Fortunately for the wealthy, the 
current $100 U.S. note bears the 
likeness of Franklin, perhaps to 
his great posthumous discomfort. 

In his autobiography, Benjamin 
Franklin narrates the paper cur- 
rency peregrination of that period: 
“About this time there was a cry 
among the people for more paper 
money; only fifteen thousand 
pounds being extant in the pro- 
vinee, and that soon to be sunk. 
The wealthy inhabitants opposed 
any addition, being against all 
paper curency, from the appre- 
hension that it would depreciate 
as it had done in New Eng-

land, to the injury of all credi- 
tors.

increased conversational interest 
in the sets and enough purchases 
will be made to offset any fur- 
ther decline. The fact that the 
sets are as close to issue price 
as they are will also be a stabiliz- 
ing factor. 


The Market Opinion 

At the present time we appear 
to be between promotions of any 
one series. This is an unusual 
status since you will remember 
that last year and in 1963 there 
were always several promotions 
going at once. The reason for our 
current lack of promotion sales 
stems from the fact that in a 
downward moving market, it takes 
a vast amount of money and buy- 
ing to reverse the trend for even 
several issues of one series and 
get an advance started. Witness 
the attempt recently made to push 
the 1964 proof set which dwindled 
after an increase of only a dol- 
lar or so. 


Is there buying on tape at this 
time? You bet there is. But it 
is a different type than in the 
past. Nowadays, a dealer first 
sells an investor some coins and, 
after he is assured of the cash 
flow, he goes on tape and buys 
at market. Since he is in a hurry 
to buy when he finally gets ready 


‘$  he does not have time to hunt for 
_ bargains. Because of this we find 
scattered bids on tape consider- 


ably above the normal bid level.
